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ANNUAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  school  district  was  held  in  the 
town  hall  Friday,  March  10,  at  2  P.  M. 

Mr.  Edmund  B.  Hall,  Mr.  Frank  E.  Manning,  and  Mr. 
W.  S.  Manning  were  re-elected  moderator,  clerk  and 
treasurer  respectively. 

Mrs.  Florence  H.  McLain  was  elected  member  of  the 
school  board  for  three  years. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  school  board  Mr.  Davis  was  elected 
chairman  and  clerk. 

A  meeting  of  supervisory  union,  No.  19,  was  held  at  the 
Goffstown  high  school  at  2  p.  m.  to  act  upon  the  resignation 
of  Superintendent  Winslow.  It  was  unanimously  voted  to 
grant  him  an  indefinite  leave  of  absence  without  pay  and  to 
ask  state  department  to  engage  Mr.  George  Smith  to  act 
as  a  substitute  to  fill  out  Mr.  Winslow's  term. 

At  a  meeting  held  at  the  new  schoolhouse  at  Goffstown 
at  8  P.  M.,  May  16,  Mr.  J.  B.  Tarney  was  elected  as  super- 
intendent of  supervisory  union,  No.  19.  While  Mr.  Tarney 
is  new  in  the  field  your  board  feels  that  we  have  the  right 
man  in  the  right  place.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Town  of  Bedford: 

For  the  year  undler  review  the  school  program  has  been 
practically  the  same  as  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Schools 
have  been  conducted  at  Bedford  Center  and  at  number  three, 
number  four,  number  five,  number  six,  number  eight,  number 
nine,  and  numher  eleven..  Nine  teachers  have  been  employed 
besides  the  part-time  nurse,  Mrs.  L.  B.  Barker.  Of  the 
teachers,  all  but  two  are  in  the  same  schools  where  they  prev- 
iously taught.  Of  the  two  new  teachers,  both  have  had  prev- 
ious experience  before  they  began  work  here  last  fall. 

The  school  buildings  of  the  district,  for  the  most  part, 
are  in  fair  condition,  but  constant  outlay  and  care  are  required 
to  keep  some  of  the  older  ones  in  usable  state. 

The  building  at  number  six,  as  is  generally  known,  is  en- 
tirely inadequate  to  take  care  of  all  pupils  now  in  the  district. 
This  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  send  the  grades  five,  six, 
seven,  and  eight  to  the  city  schools.  The  building  is  just 
able  to  take  care  of  the  first  four  grades.  If  the  rate  of 
increase  of  the  past  year  continues,  the  result  would  soon  he 
that  the  town  would  be  paying  tuition  for  the  greater  part 
of  the  number  six  pupils  in  the  city  schools.  We  are  hearing 
constantly  that  the  Manchester  schools  are  crowded.  Now 
if  by  some  chance,  and  it  is  entirely  possible,  that  the  crowded 
condition  there  would  become  more  acute,  the  tuition  pupils 
from  outside  would  probably  be  sent  out,  in  order  that  the 
city  might  take  care  of  its  own  pupils  first.  This  would  mean 
then  that  Bedford  would  have  on  her  hands  a  group  of  pupils 
for  whom  provision  would  be  rather  difficult  to  arrange.  The 
only  solution  for  the  situation  is  a  new  building,  which  will 
be  located  with  a  view  to  the  growth  in  that  region.     Nothing 
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less  than  a  two-room  building,  with  the  possibility  of  en- 
largement as  conditions  may  warrant,  would  be  suitable. 
Practically  all  of  the  tuition  pupils  for  which  the  town  pays 
this  year  are  those  who  are  sent  out  from  number  six.  The 
building  proposition  should  receive  immediate  consideration, 
for  with  the  growth  of  population  that  there  will  doubtless  be, 
there  is  no  other  way  to  meet  the  school  requirements  there. 

The  next  several  years  also  will  doubtless  see  a  considerable 
change  in  the  district  near  Number  Four.  When  the  new 
bridge  is  completed  across  the  river,  it  will  open  up  a  whole 
new  area  there,  which  again  will  mean  doubtless  a  new  build- 
ing. This  may  be  looking  quite  to  the  future,  but  if  the  site 
were  secured  before  values  advance,  the  town  might  be  m 
a  position  to  save  considerable  money. 

Consideration,  too,  should  be  given  to  some  means  of 
making  larger  use  of  the  splendid  new  building  at  the  center. 
At  the  present  time  the  building  is  not  being  used  up  to 
capacity.  If  some  of  the  other  districts  were  provided  with 
proper  transportation,  it  ought  to  be  possible  to  make  full 
use  of  this  building  at  the  center,  and  probably  releasing  from 
use  one  or  two  of  the  older  buildings. 

Eegarding  school  costs.  The  increase  in  the  cost  of  schools 
in  the  past  few  years  is  frequently  a  matter  of  questioning 
comment.  It  sometimes  seems  to  be  felt  that  there  is  ex- 
travagance somewhere,  or  at  least  lack  of  economy;  but  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  largest  single  item  is  that 
for  teachers.  And  with  the  salaries  Bedford  is  paying  now, 
we  cannot  expect  any  reduction  if  we  hope  to  secure  and 
retain  desirable  teachers.  The  matter  of  books  and  supplies 
is  something  which  is  essential  in  every  school.  The  cost  for 
these  items  has  increased  a  great  deal  in  the  last  several  years, 
and  there  is  no  encouragement  to  believe  that  they  will  be 
soon  reduced.  As  far  as  expense  for  supervision  is  concerned, 
it.  might  be  well  to  note  that  for  the  State  more  money  is 
spent  for  janitors'  salaries  than  for  supervision.  The  one 
largest  item  in  the  budget,  that  of  teachers'  salaries,  has 
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gradually  increased,  and  along  with  other  increased  costs  of 
living,  we  ought  not  to  expect  our  teachers  to  come  for  less. 
I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the 
Board,  and  the  teachers,  and  individuals  who  have  offered 
suggestions  of  help  since  I  have  taken  up  the  work  of  the 
superintendency.
